strength of onr navy. It appears that wo 
havo now 022 vessels of all classes in tho 
navy, 432 of which aro war steamers, nnd 
74 iron-clads and rams. 


Tho'numbnr of guns of the irou-olad 


fleet is put down at 325, and tho tonnago 
of tho same at 86,474. In March, 1861, 
thure wero but 42 naval vessels in com- 
mission, and now wo havo nearly double 
thi.s number of iron-clads alon<>. This ex- 
hibit shows that the increase of our Navy 
hag been tho most remarkable of any na- 
tion on record, and when wo consider that 
it has been created in timo of war, tho in- 
terest is enhanced. Of tho iron-clad fleet 
27 vessels are afloat nnd 47 building, near- 
ly all of which will be speedily launched. 
From tho official reports up to February 
1st, 1S63, wo find that England had G iron- 
plated vessels afloat and G building, and 
Franco had 4 afloat. 


Tho present naval force is divided into 


nine squadrons, as follows : Tho North 
Atlantic, tho South Atlantic, the East 
Ciulf, tho West Gulf, the Mississippi, tho 
Special West India, the Pacitic, tho East 
India and Mediterranean, and tho Poto- 
mac Flotilla. Seven vessels of tho Navy 
aro detached and assigned to special ser- 
vice. 


A KINDLY ACT. — Speaker Colfax did a 


handsome turn for a messenger at the 
Treasury Department last week, which 
speaks well for his disinterested, kindly 
heart. Mooting tho manly follow upon 
tho street, ho surprised him with — "How 
aro you, B - , I have just been think- 
ing about you.

XATCHITOCHKS, LA., April 5, via CAIRO,

The troops under Gen. Smith ar- 
rived by river at Grand Ecore, four miles 
distant. Gen. Leo, with his cavalryvSO 
miles Westward, on the 2d had a skirmish 
at Tort Jcusnp and Pleasant Hill, in which 
wo took 40 prisoners. Our looses are slight. 


On tho iid a party of Cavalry on tho 


North bunk encountered tho rebel Joo Car- 
rison'H forces, 1,200 men. Our men, eager 
for the t'lmrgo, wero entrapped over a 
bridge from which the planks had been 
torn. Onr loss was 5 killed aud 7 woun- 
ded. 


The rebel army under Gen Kirby Smith 


are falling back steadily beforo u.s.

Price is reported approaching him with 
7,000 men.

Soil for Floirers. 


lv-The Gardner's .Monthly contains the fol- 
.owing escellant advice in. rcgnrd to the 
3Cbt soil'for ilowers. 'It will no doubt 
prove <very valuable to .many of our 
renders: 


". Very few understand thnt nn occasional 


chiinge'of soil is very beneficial to {lowers in 
beds, though nil know how important it is to 
flowers in pots. There is nothing better than 
surface soil from an old pasture, taken off 
about two inches deep, and thrown into a 
iienpAvith about 1-6 part of old hot-bed dung 
to partially decay.-, -lii addition to this staple 
item, a 'smaller quality of different matters 
should be, gathered together for particular 
cases of' peculiar plants. Pent, for in- 
stance, will lie found very useful for mnny 
kinds of plants. This is not, ns is often 
supposed, mere blnok sand, but a spongy, 
fibrous mibstnnco from tho surface of bogs 
and^boggv wastes. Sand should be collected 
sharp and clean; the washings from turn- 
pike ditches arc ns good us anything. 
Loaf mould, is host got already well decay- 
ed from the woods. A load or RO of well 
decayed cow manure is a ^ood tiling for 
the gardener to have with him, ns all those 
plnnts that di?liko our hot summers, nnd 
'vrhnt a cool soil to grow in, prefer it to any 
other mnnuro. A small pile of hot-bed 
manure is almost indispensable to the gnr-

for it would be nn extraordinary circum- 
stance wore an army of such solidity and 
spirit to bo totally demolished by one blow, 
however great. -But its thinned and reel- 
ing columns could never morn stand full 
and strong as now, and, with the loss of 
thoir capital, their spirit would be' mow 
than.mortal if it did not begin to fail. We 
tnko it that it is conclusively proved that 
the whole able-bodied population of tho 
South is now in their army, ns this ap- 
pears not only by tho iirninimoiiH'nssertion 
of persons from that section, but is'olibwn 
by tho debates in tho robol Congress nuu 
by tho astounding conscription measures 
adopted in that body, and everywhere rig- 
idly enforced.

The death of the widow of Henry Clay 


was not au unexpected event, for bho had 
passed the eighty-third year of her ago, 
and physical infirmities had long shown 
the premonitions of her disease. It' is cix- 
ty-fivo years ago this spring since Luorctia 
Hart became Mho wife of Henry Clay, 
when ho was about three years her senior. 
Her serene and happy temperament, when 
contrasted with tho anxieties of JUH politi- 
cal life, shows what a heaven of rest 'Adi- 
land must always have been when Mr. 
Clay was able to throw oil' tho weight of 
public responsibility and Rook repose in 
the bo«om of his family. Those who know 
Mrs. Clay can bear plensing testimony to 
her cheerful assumption of household du- 
ties, her devotion as a wife, nnd her loving 
patience as a mother. Henry nnd Lucre- 
tin Clay had eleven children born to :hom, 
six daughters nnd five 6on.», of whom but 
threo survive. Theodore, the oldest, \\-\w 
has been for many years a lunatic under 
charge of Dr. Chinfcv; Thomas 11., who is 
now abroad in diplomatic service ; nnd 
John M., a stock fanner in Fayetto county. 
As tho moon derives its rndianco from the 
sun, so tho life of this good and pure Chris- 
tian ladyreceivcs the halo which surroun- 
ded thoVnmo of her husband, nnd, ns wo 
record her death, tho mcmoryof the great, 
the noble, and the gifted Clny rises before 
us, and ho scorns to stand before us in bod- 
ily presence, "in bis habit as ho lived," 
when all around " drew light, and life, and 
glory from his aspect." I'pon the tomb 
where will rcpbso-tho remains of Lucretia 
Clay there need be no other epitaph to en- 
dear tho spot to tho American heart than 
"The Widow of Henry Clay," though her 
virtues and her loving impulses have, like 
winged angles, borne her to the mercy sent 
above, nnd recorded her name amid the 
glorious list of the "just nnd perfect."

or nearly :•«, us any other. Tho three 
great puints nrei. To Imvo healthy trees— 
to tnko them up with a# perfect roots ns" 
possible—and to keep.these moist and un- 
injured till they are net out again. 
These 


throe mmis'ilei cannot beeasily secured by 
taking large trees, while those oi moderate 
or raihor mnall Hi'/.i* will readily furnish 
them all. Small tree1! aru easily dii£ with- 
out mutiliiting the rouh; they are packed 
foe frtiusportation safely with facility; the 
labor of digging and packing nnd tlio cost 
of transportation nro much less than with 
large trees ; they commence gruwin^ im- 
mediately, with little check in thoir vigor; 
ami, if well cultivated, make tho largest 
us well as tho be'-t trees at tho end of iive 
yearn. Tlio late 1'r. Kennieott, who was a 
.successful nurseryman as well as orchnrd- 
ist, Bnid, that of trees which he hold to his 
uubtomcrii, tho full-sized symmetrical one*, 
never grew .-o well as tho fctiwllcr ones, 
possessing les^ beauty^if form. The rea- 
son wns n curious one—hocouldnovor suc- 
ceed in persuading tho owners to shorten 
in the beads of tho handsome trees, while- 
he could induce them to prune or cut back 
the others according to any directions ho 
might give. 


To sum up—procuro small, healthy, 


well-dug and well packed trees of tho best 
proved .sorts from only reliable nursery- 
men ; let them be well set out and we'll 
cultivated for successive years, and they 
will afford apron"table us well as satisfacto- 
ry result. 


CHEHKV Tnr.i,3.—A too rapid growth of 


wood upon very rich .soil is said to often 
eiiuse the wood' of cherry trees to split. A 
farmer who had lost ninny trees in this 
way says thnt the difficulty was entirely 
remedied in his oa.se by 'removing the 
highly manured soil about the trees, nnd 
supplying its place with that of poorer 
quality.

These 
throe requisites ca'unot be easily secured by 
taking largo trees; while those ol moderate 
pr rather «mall fr/,(f \fill readily fnrnish 
.them all. .Small trees aro eiwily dug with- 
out mutilating the roots; they are packed 
for. transportation safely with facility; the 
labor of digging and packing and tho cost 
'of trauspor.tation aro'roueh less than with 
'lii.rjro trees ; ..they commence growing im- 
mecliately, with little check-in thoir vigor;. 
:ind, if well cultivated, make "the largest 
as'Sveiras'tho best trees at the end of live 
yearn. • Tho late:])r. K.onnicott.-ivlio was a 
.successful nurseryman <IH well as orchard- 
ist, said, that of trcos which he sold to his 
customers, the,full-si/edsymmetrical ones, 
never.g_rew so well as the smaller ones, 
possessing less beauty,6f form.

in! tho heads of the handsome trees, while- 
he could induce .them to prune or cut back 
tho others according to any directions he 
might give.
